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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claim 2, directed to the species of 
Fig. 5, is no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species 
depend from or othen/vise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 6-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a receiving face that is bordered by a primary chamfer zone, a secondary 
chamfer zone, and a central zone having flatness suitable for facilitating molecular 
bonding. Akino et al. (U.S. 6,417,108) teaches a method of forming a substrate with a 
primary chamfer zone, a secondary chamfer zone, and a central flat zone, but does not 
suggest the use of this substrate as a receiving face for molecular bonding.
